Tie Huntington railway scandal affair has 
suddenly collapsed, just as people generally 
Pupposed it would. The particulars of the 
catastrophe were briefly stated in our exclu- 
sive dispatch from Montreal, published yes~ 
terday. ° It appears that the Bill passed by 
thé Ottawa Legislature to empower the In- 
vestigation Committee to examine witnesses 
under oath, was reserved for the signification 
of Her-Majesty’s pleasure, by His Excellency 
they Pinor-Geaeral, aod Ber Majgaty bas 
bee picased to disallow it. Sir Jobn A. 
Magdosald, when’ the Bill-was before the 
Coymons, gare it_ss bis opinion tbat the 
mt a of Canada possessed no constitu- 
tiotiak power'to confer such special privilege 
op €Wihmitee of that House, bat as be was 
a party concerned in the charges that had 
been preferred against the Govefnment, he 
wafved all objections'to the constitutionality 
of the measure, and allowed it to pass. The 
disallowance of the Bill by Her Majesty, who 
of course acted upon the advice of the Law 
Officers of the Crown, proves that Sir Jobo 
was corfect ia the view he took of the matter. 
When the committee met and learned that 
they bad no power to administer an oath, 

‘they refused to proceed further with the in- 
"Festigation. None regret the disallowance 
of the Administration of Oaths Bill more 
than the Government do, as the effect will be 
to debar Sic.Jobn and his colleagues the op- 
portunity of disproving aader oath the scan- 
dalous charges which have been tramped up 
againsttbem by an aoscrepuleus and vin~ 
dictive Opposition.

Meation bas already been made io the & 
columas of certain alterations aad improve- 
meats cow being made at Messrs, Moody, 


Dietz & Nelson's mills, Burrard Inlet. Five 
sew boilers and one engine are being added 
to the deriving power of the mill, increasing 
its cutting capacity to an extent that wiil en- 
able it to turn out from 125,000 to 130,000 ft 
of lumber per day. Considered as an addi- 
tion to our wealth-producing power, this is 
comparatively a small matter; but when we 
look at it as an indication of the progress of 
the district, and when we’ :emember that 
other interests are growing as steadily, if in 
& way that attracts less attentioa, its import- 
ance becomes apparent. A few years ago 
ouly, tue principal denizens of Burrard Ialet 
were the brant and the seagull, the deer and 
the bear, Now, staiely ships float on its 
waters, steam-whistles waken its echoes, and 
the busy bum of Inbor is borne on every 
breeze that stirs its thousand pines. Day by 
day, and week by week its population is being 
added to, and its matural wealth more aad 
more reslized.

Disasters at Sea. 


The late appalling disaster, the loss of the 
Atlantic, with five or six hundred souls on 
board also lost, and mow the wreck of the 
City of Washington, but happily witbout loss 
of life, will cause a shock of borror through. 
out the civilized world. We give below, 
from am authority, a catalogue of the most 
remarkable marise wrecks ia regard te the 
Joes of life that heve happened within the 
past hunared years: 


April 13, 1758—The British war ship Prince 
George, lost oo the voyage to Gibral ar; loss 
of lite, 400. 

October, 1780—The British squadron of 
fifteen ships, foundered in w burricane in the 
Carribbran sea, with an aggregate loss of 
4,500 lives, 

August, 29 1782—The British war ship 
Royal George, of 100 guns, suddenly careened 
while at anchor off Spithead, rolled com- 
pletely bottom up, and caused the loss of over 
600 lives. Rear Admiral Kempenfeldt was 
amoog the victims. [Thisis the greatest 
lose of life ever reported by disaster to any 
one vessel } 

October 20, 1799—British war ship Spectre, 
wrecked in Table Buy, Cape of Good Hope ; 
291 lives lost. 

February 6, 1805—The East Indiaman 
Abergavenny, was wrecked off Portland 
Head, with loss of 300 lives. 

October 27, 1806—The British war ship 
Athenieo, fousdered off Tunis, and 347 lives 
lost. 

February 14, 1807—The British war ship 
Ajax, lost off Tenedos, and went dows with 
250 souls on board. 

November 19, 1807—The Prince of Wales, 
English packet, went down off Dublin, aod 
over 300 perished, 

December 22, 1810—The British line-of- 
battle ship Minotaur, with 360 on board and 
all lost, was wrecked on the Haak Banks. 

December 24, 1811—Three British war 
ships, the St. George, Detence and Hero, were 
lost oa the coast of Jutland, and about 2,000 
perished. 

Jauuary 30, 1816—The British transport 
Seahorse, with troops and others, 3€5 in all, 
lost in a gale off Tramore Bay, Ireland. 

August 19, 1831—The Lady Sherlocke, 
emigrant ship, from Londonderry to Quebec, 
lost at sea, with 273 on board. 

April 28, 1848—The emigrant ship ‘Ex- 
mouth, from Londonderry to Quebec, foun- 
dered at sea; loss of life, 240. 

March 30, 1850—The steamship Royal 
Adelaide, lost off Margate, with over 400 souls 
oo board. 

February 26, 1852—The troop ship Birken- 
head was wrecked im Simon's Bay, South 
Africa, and out of 638 on board 454 perished. 

September 29, 1853—The emigrant ship 
Anpié Jane was loat on the Scotch coast while 
on the voyage from Liverpuol to New York, 
and 348 perished. 

September 27, 1854—The Collins steamship 
Arctic came in collision with tbe French 
steamship Vesta, off the Banks uf Newfound. 
land, aad went down with over 300 on board. 

January 2, 1854—The emigrant sbip Tay- 
leur, with 380 souls on board, went to pieces 
on the Irish coast. 

May, 1854—The British troop ship Lady 
Nugent, from Madras,on her way to Eng- 
land, foundered in a hurricane when only a 
tew days out. The loss of life was over 400, 

November, 1854—The steamsbip City of 
Glasgow, was lost just when or where bas 
never been revealed—and 480 lives were lest. 

Se; tewver 12, 1857—The steamship Cen. 
tral Americe, from Aspiowal! with passen- 
gezs from California for New York, foundered 
at the edge of the Gulf Streem, and out of 
476 on board only 152 were saved, leaving « 
loss of 322 lives. J 

September’13, 1858—The steamship Aus- 
tria, bound to New York, with 538 souls. on 
board, was burned ia mid-ocean by culpable 
carelessness of the commander and officers, 
and all but 67\perished—a total joss of 437 
lives. 

Uctober 26, 1859—The Royal Charter was 
wrecked off Anglesea, and 446 lives perished. 

Apri! 27, 1863—The steamsbip Angiv-Sazoa 
was lost on the Banks of Newfoundland, and 
of 447 on board 257 perished. 

The list of disasters 1s. continaed later, but 
in it are a0 cases where the loss of life was 
8o high as 200 by any one wreck.

Phe Cloister Law in Italy. 


The Italian Parliament after long delays 
has passed the Cloister Act, in defiance ot 
the bitter opposition of the Cuurch party and 
of the diplomatic protests of France, which 
bas made itself the guardian of ecclesiastical 
privilege. The populace of the capital, how- 
ever, made riotous demonstration in favor o! 
the bill, and the democratic sentiment of the 
country geverally demanded i:e enactment ; 
so that it could scarcely be considered au 
admiuistration measure. Most of those 
Statesmen who have stood highest in Victor 
Ewanuel’s confidence bave doubted its policy 
and bave sought to postpone it. Of course 
now (bat it bas become a law the King and 
bis Cabinet are responsible for it, but they 
did not urge it on the country, though several 
of the more radical Ministers wanted it from 
the first.

Violent Storms in the East- 
ern Btates. 


BASTERN STATES. 


Cutcago, July 8.—A hurricane passed over 
Odio, I[ilinois, inst nigbt, uorvofiog many 
houses. The Methodist Church was wrecked, 
aod the Metbodist Church and Eaogine House 
at Salem were wrecked. Orchards aod miles 
of feaces and thousands of acres of corn were 
blowa down. at Harrisburg, L1., the storm 
biew down the International Circus tent while 
it was full of people; the lamps fired the 
Canvass, but it was soon extinguished. 

Evaxsvitte, Inv., July 8.—Great destruc. 
tion by « storm and toruudo of great severity, 
which passed over this sity and vieiaity 
stout 3 o'clock last night, Nambera of 
shade trees are blown down aod mutilated, 
The front of a house was partly blowa out; 
cousiderable damage was done to Trinity and 
Catholic ehurches which were being: rebuilt. 
At Henderson, Ky., roofs were blown off; 
cars were biowa from tracks, and much tim- 
ber destroyed ia the Surrounding country. 
In Warwiek County great damage was done, 
aad around Booneville to orchurds, erops, 
buildings; all the telegraph wires were 
broken, and a number of injuries to persons 
is reported. The trains on the St. Leuis and 
Southeastern Railroad were detained by trees 
across the track. 

Nasuvitve, July 8.—The city ie now clear 
of chclera, not a single case being reported 
for the last 48 hours. There were only three 
deaths from other causes to-day, and the city 
Was never in a more healthy condition. 

Lona Branca, July 8.—In the race for the 
Monmouth Uup valued at $1500 added to a 
sweepstakes of $500, 2nd horse to receive 
$300, and 3rd borse $150, out of stakes, 
two and a baif miles; five horses etarted, viz., 
Peakness, Business, Surveyor, Wonder and 
Hubbard. The race was won by Wonder io 
4.34}; Peakoess second, aod Hubbard third. 
Wonder was ihe favorite in the pools at the 
rate of $2000 against $1300 for Peakness. 

New Youa, July 9.—Thirty of the best and 
most expedient men on board the receiving 
ship bave been selected for the crew of the 
Tigress, which is announced to sail positively 
on Saturday. The provisions carried will be 
rations for forty men for two years. 

Cuicago, July 9 —An extraordinary acci- 
dent occurred near Keokuk, P. O, statiog, on 
the Hoe of the Missouri Pacific, last evening. 
The track at this point runs for some distance 
slong the bank of the Missouri river, and 
suddenly, without warning, « balf mile of the 
track dropped in the flooded river and sank 
out of sigat. 

The reports from all points io Illinois and 
Iowa show that while the recent heavy rain 
storms have injured all the crops Lo some ex- 
tent, there will be @ full average of email 
grains. 

The weather throughout the west is re- 
markably cool.

And whereas Josepn Wruuiam Tactcn, as such Lien- 
tensnt-Governor in Council as aforesaid, under and. by 
vittue of the powers and authorities conferred upon him 
in Council as aforésaid, by “The Munisipality Act, 1872," 
and ‘The Municipality Act Amendment Act, 1873,” and 
of all other powers and authorities him, as aforesaid, in 
that behalf enabling, hath ordered and proclaimed that 
all that piece of land known as the Distrlets of Cowichan 
North and Chemainus, and the inhabitants thereof, 
should, from and after the Eighteenth dsy of June, 
iustant, be incorporated as a Municipality, under the said 
Act, and under the provisions hereinatter contained or 
referred to, > 


NOW KNOW’YE, that by these presents, We do hereby 
order and proclaim that the said piece of land, and the 
inbabitants thereof, shall, from and after the date here- 
of, be incorporated as a Municipality, under the suid 
Acts, and under the provisions hereinaiter contained or 
referred to. 


The said Municipality shall be called and known by the 
name and style of **The Corporation of the District of 
North Cowichan.” 


The eaid Municipality shall comprise all that piece or 
parcel of lard known as the District of Cowichan North, 
and the District of Chemainus. 


The Council shall consist of Seven Councillors, and the 
whole number present at each meeting thereof shall not 
be less than four. 


The nomination for the first election of Councillors 
shalt be on the 7th day of July, next, at 12 o’clock, noon, 
and the election, ip case a poll shall be demanded, shall 
be on the 8th day of July, next, and shal) continne for 
one day only, and the poll shall be kept open between 
the hours of 9 A.M and 5 Pp. M., and William rmithe, 
Esyuire, shall be the Returning Officer thereat. 


The nomination shall take place, and the poll, if any, 
shall be held at the Court Llouse. 


Ten days’ notice of the time and place of nomivation 
and holding of the poll shall be given by the said Return- 
ing Officer ; such notice te be posted during that period 
on the outer door of the’ Court House, and the Landing 
places at Maple Bay and Chemaiuus. 


Every person qualified to vote shall have seven votes, 
being one for each Councillor to be elected, but he may 
vote for any.lesd number than seven. Provided, always, 
that he shall not cast more than one vote in tavor of any 
one Candidate, or vote on more than one occasion. And 
in the event of the number of votes being found to have 
been equal for any two or more Candidates, one or more 
of whom, but not all of such Candidates, being by the 
, the Re- 

turhing Officer shall by a casting vote or votes, as the 

case may be, decide which of the Canndiates for whom 

the votes may be equal shall be elected. Provided, that 

the ssid Returning Officer shall not vote except in the 
| case of an equality of votes as afuresaid. 


All expenses attendant upon the said Election shall be 
borne by the Candidates in equal proportion; euch ex- 
penses shull net exceed in the whole Que hundred dol- 
lars. . 


The Candidates (duly qualified) who shall obtain the 
greatest number of votes shall be Municipal Councillors. 

The voting for Councillors shall be vpen, aud no one 
shall vote by proxy. 


If the Warden, or any of the Municipal Councillors, or 
any persons on his or their behalf, or any person in 
partoership with him or them, sball euter into or obtain 
any interest, directly or indirectly, in any contract 
entered inte by or with the Corporation, such Warden 
or Municipal Connciilor having any interest in any con- 
tract, or having become disqualified as aforesaia, shall 
immediately be disqualified from continuing to be War- 
den or Municipal Councillor, as the case may be. 


Provided, always, that if any Warden or Municips! 
Councillor, or either of them, shall vote at any meeting 
of the Municipal Coaveil, or shall not resign his office 
within = ef one calendar month from the time 
when he shall have entered into or obtained any interest 
in -— such ccntract as aforesaid, such Warden or 
Municipal Conneillor shall forfeit to the Corporation a 
sum of Two hundred and fifty dollars, aml as to the said 
sum, the same may be recovered by action, to be brought 
in the name of “The Corporation of the District of North 
Cowichan ;” but all votes given under such circum- 
stances shall be valid. 


The Returning Officer shall, on the of nomination, 
at noon, nominate such persons as shall tin nomi-
